Gentlemen, — 

I  beg  to  submit  mv  Annual  Report  for  the  vear  ending 
December  31st,  J915.  upon,  the  Health  and  Sanitary  State  of  the 
District. 

Area. —  I'he  Area  of  the  District  is  unaltered  at  5-349 
acres,  almost  level,  and  ])racticall\  no  part  covered  bv  water. 

Population.  —  According  to  the  Census  of  1911.  the 
population  was  : —

lu  [)revious  Reports,  the  District  has  been  divided  into  two 
Sub  -  Di.stricts,  viz.,  Burradon  (which  includes  Camperdown)  and 
Longbenton. 

As  the  miners  of  the  District  are  now  so  much  distributed 
over  the  whole  area,  nO'  advantage  for  com])arisons  is  to  be  gained 
by  flividing  up  the  area  for  the  purpose  of  this  Report,  and  I  therefore 
omit  statistics  of  sub-areas. 

.Sixtv-two'  houses  have  been  built,  all  at  West  Allotment, 
luit  only  thirty  were  occupied  by  the  end  of  Deceml)er. 

Four  houses  were  closed,  three-  of  which  were  at  Cami)er- 
dewn  (Chape!  Cottages),  and  one  at  Prosi)erous  Pit. 
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'Thus  twciitN -six  nuiro  houses  were  oreu[)ieil  during  the 
\ear.  t)u  au  a\’erage  ol  4.7  iuhahiiauts  per  house,  this  shows  an 
iuerease  ot  po[)ulali(in  of  ijj  over  1914.  'Thus  the  e(jniparativc 
uuinlaers  are  ■

Owing  to  the  War.  the  Registrar -( 'uaieral  has  projjused 
that  the  llirih  -  rate  he  ealeulated  on  the  ('stimtiled  pojnilation  for 

1914.  and  the  Death-rate  on  the  estimated  Civil  l’o|)ulation  for 

1915,  entirely  excduding  the  militar\  j)o|)nlalion  :ind  deaths  arising 

therein.  This  estimated  Civil  I’opnlation  (supplied  hy  the  Registrar- 
(iencral)  is  12.473.  359  than  that  as  usually  estimated. 

Vital  Statistics  for  1915  and  for  the  live  jirevious  years 

will  be  found  in  Talde  I. 


Births.  The  total  number  of  ISirths  registered  is  342 
(in  1914  it  was  389).  equal  to  a  Rirth  -  rate  of  26.9  [jer  1,000  per 
annum,  as  compared  with  30.6  in  1914  and  31.7  in  1913. 

Deaths.  The  nett  number  of  deaths  registered  is  203, 
as  compared  with  179  for  1914,  and  145  for  1913.  equal  to  a 
death-rate  of  16.4  jier  i.ooo  jier  annum  (enrreeted  for  difference 
in  .sex  and  age  constitution  the  death-rate  is  16.6.)  In  1914,  it 
was  14.  and  in  1913.  it  was  11.5. 

Infant  Mortality.  d’he  Deaths  of  Infants  under  one 
year  ot  age  numbered  60,  (in  1914  thev  were  44),  and  the  Rirths 
wire  342  (in  1914  they  werei  389).  equal  to  an  infant  mortalit)  of 
175.4  per  I.ooo  births:  whereas  in  1914  it  was  113  per  1,000  births. 

'I'his  large  inmease  in  Infant  Mortalitv  rate  per  i.ooo  is 
due  to  two  causes,  viz.,  the  large  decrease  in  number  of  births  (342 
as  against  389  in  the  previous  vear.  and  an  increase  of  deaths  due 
to  Debilils  at  Birth  (23  from  this  cause  in  1915  and  13  onlv  in  1914.) 

it  seems  fair  to  attribute  both  these  adverse  factors  to 
altered  conditions  owing  to  the  War. 

I'he  Xotification  of  Births  .Act.  1907.  came  into  force  in 
■Sejitember.  and  under  its  provisions  Xotification  of  Births  became 
eonijiulsori .  The  Council,  in  conjunction  with  me.  carefullv  considered 
the  \’arious  circulars  issued  b\  the  I.ocal  Ciovernment  Board  with 
reference  to  the  .Act.  and  also  an  invitation  to  allow  it  to  be 
administered  b\'  the  .Xorthumbcrland  Connt\  Council,  this  Council 
to  contribute  rateable  to  its  expense.  .As  the  benefits  to  be  derived 
irom  such  administratiou  were  chiefly  in  the  direction  of  the  emplox- 
ment  of  llealth  Visitors,  and  as.  in  the  Council  s  opinion  (with  which 
I  resfiectfully  concur),  there  is  no  necessity,  in  this  district,  for  their 
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cmploynieiit,  the  Council  decided  to  aflminister  the  Act  themselves. 
The  Council  thought  that  a  system  of  Lectures  to  Mothers  and 
e.\])ectant  mothers  might  usefully  be  adopted  ;  but  owing  to  the 
shortage  of  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  district,  and  the  many 
demands  made  upon  them,  the  Council  decided  to  take  no  action 
in  this  direction  at  present. 

Deaths  at  under  5  years  numbered  96.  equal  to  7.7  j)er 
1,000  (5.8  in  1914.)

1914,  it  was  1.8  jier  1,000. 

It  will  1)6  noted  that  deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever.  Diphtheria 
and  Diarrhoea  are  low  this  vear. 


Phthisis  Death  -  Rate.  —  Twelve  deaths  were  registered 
as  due  to  Phthisis  (10  in.  1914),  equal  to  a  Phthisis  Death-rate 
of  .96  })er  1,000.  Other  Tuberculous  Diseases  were  responsible  for 
six  deaths. 


Respiratory  Death-Rate.  -  Deaths  from  Bronchitis. 
Pneumonia  and  Pleurisy  were  30,  equal  tO'  a  Respiratory  Death-rate 
of  2.4  per  1,000  (excluding  Phthisis.)  In  1914  it  was  1.65. 


Notih’able  Infectious  Diseases.  Table  A.  opposite, 
shews  the  number  of  cases  of  each  Xotifia])le  Disease  notified  in 
each  month  of  the  vear.  and  'Fable  II.  shews  the  cases  classified 
in  age  ])eriods,  and  gives  the  total  cases  oi  each  removed  to  Hospital.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

No  change  since  last  year.  (See  Report.) 

.A.  Steam  Disinfector  for  Scaffold  Hill  Hospital  is  still 
much  needed  and  would  he  especially  useful  now,  when  main  mililar. 
cases  are  being  treated. 


PREVALE.XCE  OF.  AND  CONTROL  OVER  ACUTE 
IXEECTIOUS  DISEASE.- -Last  year,  208  cases  of  Xotifiahle  Acute 
Infectious  Disease  were  notified,  whereas  this  year  only  114  cases 
have  been,  notified,  which  is  little  more  than  half  the  number. 

Xo  genuine  case  of  Tyjihoid  Fever  was  notified. 

Anti  -  diphtheria  Serum  is  still  supplied,  with  benefit,  l)\ 
the  Council  ;  also  Carbolic  and  Eucalyjitus  Oils  for  the  treatment 
and  ('ontrol  of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  further  experience  makes  me 
strongly  recommend  a  continuance  of  the  supply  of  both  Serum  and 
Oils. 

West  Moor  Council  Schools’  Infant  Department  was  closed 
for  about  six  weeks  in  Felmuary  and  March  on  account  of  Measles. 

PREVALENCE  OF.  AND  CONTROL  OVER  TUBER¬ 
CULOSIS. —  Patients  are  advised  as  to  the  infectious  nature  ot  the 
disease,  and  sputum  jiots  are  sujiplied  in  some  cases,  but  little 
further  can  lie  done  at  jiresent. 

MEANS  FOR  PREVENTING  MORTALUT  IN 
CPHLD- BIRTH  AND  IN  INFANCY.  -  The  Northumberland 
(''ountv  Council  is  the  I.ocal  Authority  for  the  jiurposes  of  the 
Midwives  Act,  1902,  and  has  not  delegated  any  of  its  powers  tO'  the 
Urban  Council,  under  Section  9  of  the  Act. 

The  Notification  of  Births  is  compulsory  after  the  end  of 
the  year.  I  have  alrea,dv  .stated,  in  the  earlier  part  of  this  Report, 
what  action  the  Council  has  taken  with  regard  to  it.

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
LONGBENTON  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Gentlemen, — 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Fourth  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ending  December  31st,  1915. 

Scavenging  of  House  Refuse  during  12  Months 
Ending  March  31st,  1915.  —  This  work  was  carried  out  regularly 
by  the  Council's  employees  during  day  time.  The  ashpits  were 
cleansed  13  times  during  the  year,  ash  -  closets  once  every  week, 
and  in  some  instances  twice  a  week.  Ash  -  bins  were  cleansed  once 
a  week.  The  quantity  of  refuse  removed  was  17.470  loads,  or  21,837 
cube  yards.  Ihis  is  an  increase  of  1,000  cube  yards  as  compared 
vith  last  year. 

1  he  average  per  house  for  the  whole  district  is  7.6  cube 
yards — an  increase  of  0.3  c.  yards  per  house. 

Houses  Occupied  by  the  Civilian  Population.  —  The 

total  CdSt  ot  scavenging  ot  houses  occupied  by  the  Civilian  Population 
amounted  to  ;C'98o  3s  4(1.  The  average  cost  per  house  =  6s-  lod., 
aiid  the  cost  per  person,  is -6.3d.  Included  in  these  e.xpenses  are 
^,18  5s  od  rental  for  refuse  depots. 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  is  a  total  decrease  of  ^81  2s  7d 
in  the  cost  as  ccjmpared  with  the  last  Annual  Report. 

The  decrease  per  house  =  72d.

Although  we  are  now  scavenging  544  more  houses  than 
the  scavenging  contractors  used  tO'  do,  the  total  extra  cost  is  onlv 
.Jo.CS  MS  lod.  It  is  also  satisfactory  tO'  note  that  had  this  work 
lieen  carried  out  by  Contractors,  thei  cost  would  have  totalled  ^^1,163 
IIS  6(1.  The  increase  wouhJ  have  been  ^183  8s  2d. 
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About  40  j)er  cent,  of  the  refu.se  was  conveved  to  the  refuse 
depots  in  the  district,  the  remainder  l)eing  tipped  ufjon  the  land 
and  j)loughed  in  by  the  farmers. 

Removal  of  Trade  Refuse.  ~  340  sacks  of  shoj)  refuse 
were  remO'ved,  the  cost  Ijeing  apjjroximatelv  1  J,d.  per  sack.  Thi.s 
is  a  decrease  of  93  sacks  as  compared  with  last  year. 

Refuse  Depots.  —  There  are  three  dejiots  in  the 
district,  as  follows: — Ihirradon  (near  colliery);  Prospect  Hill  Quarrv 
and  billy  Pit,  Benton.  An  annual  rental  is  paid  for  each.  The 
dry  refuse,  removed  from  Forest  Hall  and  Benton,  where  the  water- 
closet  system  is  chiefly  in  use,  is  tipi)ed  at  Biliv  Pit,  where  a  6  ft. 
wire  fence  is  erected  to-  burn  paper  in.

Tn  con- 
necdon  with  eleven  where  the  owners  tailed  to  comjilv,  the  Council 
decided  to  obtain  Tenders  and  do  the  work  themselves  and  charge 
such  owners  with  the  cost,  d  enders  were  received  in  nine  of  the 
cases  (the  other  two  being  obtained  at  the  close  of  the  year.)  After 
ccnsiileration.  the  Council  decided  to  postpone  the  work  until  after 
the  War.  with  an  understanding  that  the  Owners  would  then  jiroceed 
to  carry  out  the  requirements  as  set  down  in  the  Notices.  This 
decision  was  arrived  at  on  account  of  the  scarcitv  of  labour  and 
the  abnormal  prices  of  materials. 

Drainage  Works.  Twelve  houses  w^ere  found  tO'  have 
detective  drains.  Eight  systems  of  drains  were  entirelv  re-laid.  The 
others  were  repaired  and  made  smoke-tight.  The  work  was  carrie  1 
out  in  accordance  with  the  new  bye-laws  of  this  Council.  In  all, 

1  7  water  tests  and  34  smoke  tests  were  applied,  and  68  inspections 
made  while  the  work  was  in  progress.  See  Table  III. 

Drainage  Works  on  New  Buildings.  —  Thirty  -  eight 

:  new  systems  ot  drains  were  inspected  ;  4  extensions  to^  existing  drams 

were  carried  out  and  inspected  ;  97  water  tests  and  58  smoke  tests 
were  apjihed.  and  108  insiiections  made.  See  Table  IV. 

1  1  u  T  ■  ^Ol^Ses.  — live  -  laws  having  been  approved 

by  the_  Local  Government  Hoard  towards  the  close  of  1914.  these 
were  circulated  among  the  slaughterers  of  the  district.  Their

Lour  have  been  licensed  for  a  period  of  two  tears.

the  Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Act,  1885  Each  C  ow 
keeiier,  DairNinan,  and  Purveyor  of  Milk  has  been’  supplied  with 
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a  copy  of  the  new  Regulations  made  under  the  al)Ove  Order,  '[’here 
are  28  Cow  -  keepers  and  Dairy  men,  and  4  Purveyors  of  Milk  in 
the  Council’s  area. 

One  purveyor  was  registered  during  the  year. 

'I'he  total  number  of  cows  when  last  inspected  was  318. 
Seventy  -  seven  inspections  were  made  of  the  various  premises.  Two 
Statutory'  Notices  were  served  upon  Cow  -  keepers  to  cleanse  the 
cows,  limewash  the  byres,  and  remove  large  accumulations  of  manure 
from  close  proximity  to  the  byres  and  dairies.  Both  have  been 
complied  with. 

Eight  Informal  Notices  were  served  to  cleanse  and  lime- 
wash  byres.  These  were  speedily  comjjlied  with. 

At  White  Hall  Cottage,  Little  Benton,  twO'  Trellis  Windows 
were  provided. 

At  Benton  Place  Farm  the  byre  has  been  partly  cemented 
and  more  ventilation  provided  in  one  byre.  Another  byre  has  been 
improved  by  the  provision  of  four  new  windows. 

A  preliminary  notice  was  served  tO'  remove  a  drain  with 
an  opening  direct  in  a  cowshed. 

Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Regulations,  1910. 

— Owing  tO'  increased  duties  in  attending  the  Scavenging,  Nc.,  uf 
the  Billets  and  Camp  occupied  by  the  Military,  no  new  inspections 
were  made  during  the  year  under  the  above  regulations.  Many  re- 
inspections  were  made  to  premises  already  reported  and  unfinished 
during  1914. 

At  Fanshaw  House  many  improvements  were  carried  out. 
This  is  a  large  house  let  into^  eight  tenements.  Each  tenant  was 
provided  with  better  food  storage,  more  ventilation,  and  new  hand¬ 
rails  were  provided  tO'  staircase.  A  damp  cement  floor  downstairs 
Avas  replaced  with  wood.  More  light  and  ventilation  were  ])rovided 
to  two  small  rooms  upstairs.  'Phree  insanitaiy  privies,  one  open 
ashpit,  and  many  old  wooden  coal-houses  were  replaced  with  four 
water-closets,  one  properly  -  constructed  and  covered  -  in  ashpit, 
and  eight  coal-houses.  The  unpaved  wash-house  floor  was  paved 
with  cement  concrete,  and  the  water  was  laid  inside  of  same.  The 
unpaved  yard  was  paved  with  tar  -  macadam,  cement  footpath,  and 
channel.  A  new  drainage  system  was  laid  and  the  old  pipes  removed. 
The  roofs  and  rain  -  water  gutters  were  also-  repaired. 

In  connection  with  houses  at  Fryer’s  Terrace,  Camperdown, 
16  Closing  Orders  were  serx’ed  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  in  order 
to  tiy'  and  induce  the  owners  to  remedy  the  worst  defects.  New 
windows  and  doors  in  the  back  walls  of  some  of  the  houses  at  the 
east  side,  and  a  cement  area  next  to-  such  walls  with  the  necessan' 
drainage  have  been  jirovided.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  g  ash  -  closets 
were  being  convertcfl  into  9  water  -  closts,  and  2  properlv  -  constructe'^ 
ashpits  were  being  built.  The  latter  was  near  completion  at  the 
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end  of  the  year.  Owing  lo  the  scarcity  of  lahour  ami  the  ahnornial 
price  of  inatcri-al,  the  rest  of  the  works  at  this  and  other  properties 
are  allowed  lo  lie  in  ahevance  until  alter  the  War. 

I’reliniinary  .\olices  were  seiaed  upon  the  cjwners  of  three 
cottages  at.  ( 'anipeniowu  (Chapel  C.’ottagcs)  to  carr\  out  e.\fen.si\c 
repairs  and  alterations  to  render  same  lit  lor  hahilatiou.  'I'he  (jwiiers 
decided  to  close  the  piemises,  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  they 
were  being  demolished.

*  JxEl'L  SE.  Evers  assistance  was  given  to  the  M ilitars  .Aulhoriti 's 

>n  -■onnection  with  the  .scavenging.  Xc..  uf  the  Camp.  TIutments.  and 
Itillets.  i  he  latrines  and  urinal  cesspools  upon  the  camp  ground 
at  Eonghenton  were  dean.sed  dailv.  'The  latrines  at  the  Hutment- 
and  I, diets  me  akso  cleaii.sed  daily.  At  one  Hutment,  where  there 
viLs  an  insufficient  supjdy  of  latrines  owing  to  a  change  in  the  troops, 
these  were  .scavenged  twice  a  dav  until  more  hiickets  were  siipiilied 
I  he  refuse  from  the  incinerators  is  removed  three  times  per  week 
At  the  (  amp  the  old  tins  were  removed  dailv.  The  excreta  from 
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the  latrines  is  removed  to-  three  tips.  At  one  of  these  places,  it  is 
j)loughed  into  the  land  within  24  hours  of  deposit.  The  other  two 
depots  are  not  within  200  yards  of  any  highway,  house-,  or  camp. 
These  are  also-  usetl  as  tips  for  refuse  from  houses  at  West  Moor 
(a  colliery  village.)  'I'he  ashes  from  this  jilace  effectually  neutralise 
the  refuse  from  the  camp  aud  billets,  which  naturally  is  of  a  verv 
sloppy  nature. 

WATER-CLOSETS  &  LATRIXES.  -  Representations 
were  made  to-  the  Military  Authorities  by  the  I.ocal  Oovernment 
Hoard  and  this  Sanitary  Authority  asking  for  the  Water  -  carriage 
system  at  each  of  the  Hutments,  as  drains  were  laid  in  to  each 
field  aud  were  within  a  few  yards  of  the  latrines.  With  the  exception 
of  one  billet,  viz.,  Eorest  Hall  and  Eento-n  Assembh  Rooms,  the 
latrines  still  exist.  At  the  Assembly  Rooms,  a  sort  of  trough  closet 
was  provided,  as  the  latrines  were  in  close  jiroximitv  to  large  business 
jiremises  and  adjoining  the  highwav.  This  trough  closet  is  formed 
bv  means  of  a  9  in.  glazed  earthenware  channel  with  a  riser  back 
and  front  above  it  built  with  4^  in.  brick  -  work  rendered  in.side 
with  cement.  It  retains  2  in.  of  water,  and  the  invert  is  2  ft.  6  in. 
below  the  seat.  The  width  between  the  front  and  back  riser  is  only 
9  inches.  It  is  flushed  liy  means  of  an  automatic  flushing  tank.  The 
back  and  front  risers  get  very  much  soiled,  and  have  to-  be  scrubbed 
every  morning  by  the:  pioneers  on  duty.  The  flush  from  the  tank 
only  co-mes  into-  contact  with  the  glazed  channel.  'I'he  latrines  are 
erected  as  far  as  possible  from  the  kitchens  in  order  to  avoid  risk 
of  contamination  of  the  food  from  dirt  or  mud  which  might  be 
carried  upon  the  men’s  boots,  but  in  three  instances  thev  are  next 
to  the  highway. 

WATER  SUPPLY.  —  All  Billets.  Hutments  and  the  Camp 
have  a  Water  Supply  under  pressure.  Each  Hutment  has  a  separate 
service  pipe  and  meter  fixed  to  sipiply  the  kitchens,  wash  -  houses, 
and  sprav-baths,  cXc.  A  4  in.  cast-iron  pipe  was  laid  on  the  south, 
east  and  west  sides  of  the  Cam])  ground,  with  i  in.  branch  supplies 
to  kitchens,  sjirav  -  baths,  and  ablution  benches.  Fire  hvdrants  and 
drinking  troughs  for  horses  were  also-  jirovided  at  this  place. 

DR.AIX'AGE.  —  Each  Hutment  is  separately  drained  into 
the  Council’s  sewer,  and  all  Billets  are  also  drained  into  the  same. 
With  regard  to  the  Cam])  drainage,  this  was  most  unsalisfactorv. 
'I  he  drainage  from  the  ablution  benches,  spray  -  baths  and  kitchens 
discharged  into  a  small  runner  within  a  few  feet  of  some  of  the 
cam])  kitchens  in  which  meat  was  constantly  hung,  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  the  Ccuncil’s  sewer  existed  u])on  the  west  and  south 
side  of  the  cam])  ground.  'Phis  runner  flowed  along  the  low  side 
of  the  cam])  and  joined  a  larger  stream  which  forms  a  tributarv 
to  the  Ouseburn.  This  watercourse  was  in  a  most  polluted  condition 
with  greasy,  dirtv  and  so-a])y  water  from  the  kitchens.

liuni  was  an  almost  st.agnant  mass  ol  dark  grev  and  Mack  sewage, 
d'he  Military  .Vnthorities  were  informed  that  when  a  |)eriod  of  dr\ 
weather  came,  this  runner  would  contain  a  ver\  small  (inan(it\  of 
snrtace'  water,  and  that  not  onl\  would  a  serious  nuisance  arise  from 
the  accumulation  of  putrescent  animal  and  vegetahle  matter,  hut 
that  a  most  tavourahle  hreeding  ground  for  flies  would  exist,  with 
conseciuent  danger  to  the  troops.  SuggeslieHis  were  made  for 
rcanedxing  these  conditions,  hut  as  no  action  was  taken  hv  those 
responsihle  tor  the  nuisance,  the  conditions  were  re])orted  to  the 
1  >eput\  -  Director  of  .Medical  Ser\ice  at  York.  Levels  were  taken 
and  plans  prepared  to  prove  that  this  sewage  could  he  discharged 
into  the  t'ornicil's  sewer  at  reasonable  cost.  .Suhseiiueutl  y  a 
deputation  had  an  interview  with  the  Militarv  Authorities  at  York. 
Instead  ot  laying  drains  and  connecting  same  tO'  the  sewer, 
an  installation  was  laid  down  and  the  drains  from  the  camj)  connected 
therewith.  The  installation  consists  of  one  rectangular  and  three 
circular  charnhers  through  which  the  sewage  flows.  In  the  first 
(  h.amher  it  is  treated  with  a  small  (|uantit\  of  lime,  and  after  passing 
through  the  other  three  charnhers  it  is  automatically  discharged  hv 
a  syphoti  into  the  ninner.  The  effluent  was  extremely  iinsatisfactorv, 
and  the  stream  was  very  little  better  than  before  the  installation 
was  laid  down.  The  stench  from  the  stream  at  a  point  one  mile 
farther  down  than  the  camp  was  ver\  pronounced,  although  con¬ 
siderable  dilution  had  taken  place  from  another  burn  which  joins 
ii:  before  reaching  this  point.  The  contents  (jf  the  Imrn  ha^I  the 
api)earance  of  weak  sewage,  and  the  bed  was  thickiv  coated  with 
sewage  fungus.  1  strongly  recommend  that,  before  this  camp  is 
again  oc('upied.  the  Military  .Authorities  be  again  requested  to  connect 
ihe  drains  to  the  Council's  sewer. 

LRIX.ALS.  -  'I'hese  were  drainetl  into-  40 -gallon  tar 
casks  sunk  into  the  ground  adjoining  the  latrines,  which  were  erected 
along  the  north  side  of  the  (urmp  gnnmd.  There  were  30  of  these 
cessjiools.  I  hese  were  pumped  out  dail\  into  an  iron  water-cart, 
which  was  em])tied  into  the  sewer  b\  means  of  a  9  in.  discharge 
valve.  It  is  my  o]>inion  that  these  urinals  ought  to  be  at  Ihe 
south  side  of  the  field  and  draincil  into  the  sewer,  because  in  the 
emjaying  of  the.se  ces.s|K)ols,  much  ex|)ense  is  incurred,  and  although 
great  care  ma\  be  taken,  some  of  the  liipiid  filth  is  spilled  upon 
the  ground. 

i\]''K(''j'i()Ls  disea.se  cY  disixeec'J'io.x.  am 

cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were  removed  bv  the  .Militarv  .Authorities 
to  Hospital.  When  such  cases  were  removed  from  a  Hilfet,  the  room 
or  hut  was  disinfected  with  formalin  ami  thonuighlv  cleansed.  .At 
the  (  amp.  the  infected  tents  and  l•ontents,  as  well  as  all  contacts. 
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were  removed  to  another  part  of  the  jfroiind.  The  latter  were  isolated, 
and  after  a  sufficient  time,  had  elajjsed.  these  tents,  etc.,  were  sj)raved 
with  Formalin.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  very  few  cases  occurre  1 
among  the  troops  in  this  area. 

After  the  latrines  and  cesspools  are  cleansed,  these  are 
thoroughly  disinfecte<l  with  Chloride  of  Lime  by  the  Sanitary  Squad 
ol  each  battalion  or  (Company.  A  pcjrtable  steam  disinfector  was 
brought  periodically  to  the  billets.  Hutments,  and  Camp,  and 
bedclothes,  etc.,  were  disinfected.
